THE REMOVAL OF 
JUDGES BILL 


The third Amendment of the Con- 
stitution Bill, sponsored by Deputies 
J. A. Costello and J. M. Dillon, which 
was given a first reading in the Dail 
on Wednesday last, proposes new 
machinery for the removal from office 
of judges of the Supreme Court, the 
High Court or of any other court estab- 
lished under the Constitution. The 
bill, which has only one main section,

only ge resolutions calling for his 
removal passed by Dail Eireann and 
Seanad Eireann, and for the passing of 
which not less than two-thirds of the 
full membership of each House shall 
have voted. 

No such resolution shall be 
until a report upon the alleged mis- 
behaviour or incapaci has been 
received from the judges of the 
Supreme Court, or the majority of 
them sitting as a committee to investi- 
gate the matter and approving of the 
proposed removal. In the case of a 
proposal to remove from office a judge 
of the Supreme Court, the judge con- 
cerned would be disqualified from 
sitting on the committee. His ‘place 
would be taken by the senior judge of 
the High Court able and willing to act.

Discussing the need for Germany to 
invade Britain this year, he writes: 
“The big sacrifices which an attack on 
Britain would demand are relatively 
small compared with those which the 
prolongation of the war for a year or 
more would entail.” 

Doubt about Herr Hitler’s immediate 
intentions is expressed by the Vichy 
correspondent of the Tribune de 
Geneve. 

“Hitler,” he says, “is unlikely to 
offer. a compromise peace to Britain 
so long as the latter is not convinced 
of the uselessness of American aid and 
before British influence is removed from 
the Eastern Mediterranean. : 

“The immediate reality máy consist 
of a reorganisation of the European 
Continent, permitting Hitler to face an 
eventual inter-continental war under 
better conditions. 

‘‘This would also serve as the basis 
of the final organisation of Europe 
should peace ensue.”’

ESCAPES FROM
